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ROCKY  MOUNTAIN  SPOTTED  (TICK)  FEVER. 

Up  to  date  there  have  been  reported  to  this  office  nine- 
teen cases  of  spotted  fever  as  having  occurred  in  Montana 
since  March  the  first.   The  cases  are  distributed  as  follows:

The  number  of  cases  in  the  Bitter  Root  Valley  shows  a 
marked  decrease  to  that  of  former  years.  It  is  in  this  Valley 
that  the  Public  Health  Service  and  the  Bureau  of  Entomology 
have  been  doing  tick  eradication  work  by  means  of  dipping 
live  stock,  poisoning  gophers,  and  clearing  up  and  burning 
underbrush.  It  is  no  doubt  a  fact  that  by  this  means  the 
number  of  ticks  in  this  region  have  been  somewhat  decreased, 
but  we  believe  that  the  probable  cause  for  the  diminished 
number  of  cases  is  the  fact  that  the  people  have  become 
educated  as  to  the  cause  of  the  disease  and  are  beginning  to 
have  a  wholesome  respect  for  the  wood  tick.  While  the  sea- 
son of  the  tick  activity  has  not  yet  closed,  and  will  not  close 
until  July  the  first,  still  in  previous  years  we  have  had  a 
much  larger  number  of  cases  than  have  been  reported  so  far 
this  year. 

Cases  of  this  disease  in  previous  years  have  been  report- 
ed from  Carbon  County,  and  it  is  probable  that  cases  have 
existed  in  the  Northern  part  of  Gallatin  County,  though  not 
officially  reported,  but  never  before  has  there  been  any  cases 
reported  in  the  State  East  of  Carbon  County,  nor  has  this 
department  ever  had  any  reason  for  supposing  that  the  dis- 
ease existed  in  the  counties  of  Rosebud,  Custer,  Dawson  and 
Richland.  Whether  or  not  the  disease  has  existed  and  not 
been  recognizd  in  these  counties,  will  be  the  subject  of  an  in- 
vestigation in  the  near  future. 

The  case  in  Cascade  County  gave  a  history  of  having 
been  bitten  by  a  tick  in  Idaho.  The  cases  reported  from  the 
State,  outside  of  the  Bitter  Root  Valley,  appear  to  be  mild 


and  of  the  Idaho  strain,  and  no  fatalities  have  been  re- 
ported. Of  the  three  cases  in  the  Bitter  Root  Valley  two 
have  died  and  one  recovered. 

Again  we  urge  upon  the  doctors  of  the  State  to  be  on 
the,  lookout  for  this  disease.  Two  of  the  cases  in  the  Eastern 
part  of  the  State  were  first  reported  to  this  Department  as 
smallpox,  so  it  is  quite  possible  that  the  disease  may  have  ex- 
isted in  the  past  and  been  diagnosed  as  smallpox  or  one  of  the 
other  eruptive  diseases. 

HEALTH  OFFICERS'  MEETING. 

Once  again  the  attention  of  the  Health  Officers  is  called 
to  the  annual  meeting  at  Bozeman  on  July  the  12th  and  13th. 
Local  and  county  health  officers  should  make  arrangements 
with  the  city  and  county  authorities  to  bear  their  expenses 
while  attending  this  meeting.  This  has  been  done  in  the 
past  by  most  of  the  local  authorities  and  certainly  should  be 
done  by  all. 

An  interesting  program  is  being  prepared.  The  teach- 
ers' summer  school  will  be  in  session  at  Bozeman  during 
this  time  and  it  is  proposed  that  the  health  officers  and  teach- 
ers hold  a  joint  session  and  discuss  school  sanitation,  medical 
inspection  of  school  children  and  the  school  nurse. 

Dr.  Fricks  of  the  Public  Health  Service  will  read  a  paper 
in  which  he  will  discuss  the  etiology  of  spotted  fever  and 
probably  announce  some  important  discoveries.  In  view  of 
the  fact  that  spotted  fever  is  apparently  on  the  increase  in 
Montana,  cases  having  occurred  this  year  where  it  was  never 
before  reported,  it  is  very  important  that  as  many  of  the 
Health  Officers  and  physicians  of  the  State  as  possible  be 
present  when  Dr.  Fricks  reads  his  paper.  This  paper  will  be 
read  at  the  afternoon  session  on  July  the  13th.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  members  of  the  Montana  Medical  Association  will 
make  arrangements  to  attend  this  meeting. 

A  number  of  inquiries  have  been  received  at  this  office 
from  both  health  officers  and  private  citizens,  asking  what 
action  can  be  taken  to  prevent  swine  from  running  at  large 
in  unincorporated  towns  where  there  is  no  city  ordinance 
covering  the  same.  Also  whether  it  is  lawful  to  maintain  a 
pig-pen  in  an  unincorporated  town.  Sections  8838  and 
8839  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  read  as  follows : 


"Section  8838.  Swine  Running  at  Large.  That 
hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  owner  or  owners 
of  swine  to  permit  the  same  to  run  at  large.  (Act  ap- 
proved March  6,  1895.) 

Section  8839.    Penalties.    Any  person  or  persons 
violating  Section  8838,  of  this  Act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be 
fined  in  the  sum  of  Ten  Dollars  for  the  first  offense 
and  in  the  sum  of  Twenty  Dollars  for  each  subsequent 
offense  and  shall  be  liable  in  damage  to  any  party  in- 
jured thereby,  to  be  recovered  in  any  Court  having  com- 
petent jurisdiction.    (Act  approved  March  6,  1895). " 
Pig-stys  or  pig-pens  can  be  ordered  removed  by  any  local 
or  county  health  officer  in  their  respective  districts  under 
Section  1487  of  the  Revised  Codes,  which  reads  in  part  as 
follows : 

"Section  1487.  Duties  of  Local  Health  Officer.  The 
local  health  officer  shall  make  sanitary  inspection  when- 
ever and  wherever  he  has  reason  to  suspect  that  any- 
thing exists  that  may  be  detrimental  to  public  health, 
and  he  shall,  as  secretary  of  the  local  board  of  health,  by 
a  written  instrument  under  his  hand,  order  the  destruc- 
tion, prevention  and  removal  within  a  specified  time,  of 
all  nuisances,  SOURCES  OF  FILTH  or  causes  of  sick- 
ness, as  directed  by  the  local  board  of  health.  *    *  *" 

(Authority  of  county  health  officer  established  un- 
der Section  1492,  Revised  Codes.) 

And  under  Section  1490  the  local  or  county  health 
officer  may  call  upon  all  peace  officers  to  assist  them  in  en- 
forcing any  order  they  may  issue.  Section  1490  reads  as 
follows : 

"Section  1490.  Police  Officer  Must  Assist  Health 
Officer  When  Requested.  Any  local,  county  or  state 
health  officer  may  call  upon  all  sheriffs,  constables,  or 
other  police  officers,  to  assist  them  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties,  and  if  any  such  officer  when  so  called  upon, 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  render  such  service,  he  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  subject  to  removal  from 
office." 


At  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
on  April  1st,  1915,  Kegulation  32,  as  provided  for  under  Sec- 
tion 1511  of  the  Revised  Codes,  was  amended  and  the  word 
"week"  substituted  for  the  word  "month." 

Regulation  32,  as  Amended.  Barns  Must  Be  Cleaned 
and  Manure  Disposed  Of.  No  person  shall  put  any  ma- 
nure into  any  street,  alley  or  other  highway  within  one- 
half  mile  of  any  house  used  as  a  residence.  All  manure 
from  any  barn  or  barn-yard  in  any  town  or  city  in  the 
State  shall  be  removed  at  least  once  in  each  week  of 
each  year  between  the  months  of  April  and  October, 
and  such  other  times  as  the  local,  county  or  state  health 
officer  may  direct,  and  shall  be  deposited  at  some  point 
not  less  than  one-half  mile  from  any  house  used  as  a  resi- 
dence, provided,  that  manure  may  be  placed  on  any  field 
or  garden  where  it  shall  be  plowed  or  spaded  under  and 
not  allowed  to  accumulate  during  the  summer  months." 
As  the  manure  pile  is  the  principal  breeding  place  of 
flies,  it  is  up  to  the  local  and  county  health  officers  to  see 
that  this  regulation  is  strictly  complied  with. 

BEDBUG  EXTERMINATION.

Under  the  new  rules  of  the  Montana  State  Board  of 
Health  keepers  of  hotels  and  rooming  houses  are  required 
to  keep  their  rooms  free  from  bedbugs. 

There  is  no  question  about  the  wise  step  the  State 
Health  Board  has  taken  in  the  above  proclamation  of  its 
rules.  Nobody  probably  will  be  more  thankful  than  the 
traveling  man,  who,  after  a  long  day's  ride  in  all  kinds  of 
weather,  looks  forward  for  a  good  night's  sleep.  But  only 
too  frequently  his  slumber  is  disturbed  by  the  blood-thirsty 
bedbug.  It  is  therefore  well  indicated  to  publish  some  ways 
and  means  of  going  after  the  night  pest;  particularly  will 
this  be  of  value  to  hotel  and  rooming  house  keepers. 

In  exterminating  the  bedbug  in  houses  with  many  rooms 
a  method  must  be  used  which  is  equally  effective,  cheap  and 
not  interfering  with  the  peoples  health  and  belongings. 

Strong  poisonous  substances  are  in  most  cases  out  of 
question.  Such  substances  as  Cyanide  of  Potassium  and 
acids,  while  effective,  are  nevertheless  too  dangerous  and 
not  adapted  for  experimentation  by  laymen. 
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Probably  the  simplest,  non-expensive  and  effective  way 
is  proper  fumigation  of  the  rooms  with  sulphur  in  the 
presence  of  moisture. 

For  a  room  of  15  x  14  x  10  feet  equals  2100  cubic  feet, 
two  pounds  of  sulphur  should  be  used.  However,  before 
fumigation  starts  the  rooms  should  be  saturated  with  mois- 
ture, which  can  be  done  by  sprinkling  water  about  the  room 
two  hours  before  the  sulphur  is  burned. 

The  sulphur  should  be  put  in  large  old  pans  resting  on 
some  bricks  or  other  fire-proof  material  and  lighted  by  pour- 
ing an  ounce  of  denatured  alcohol  over  it  and  lighting  same. 
Windows,  doors  and  transoms  should  be  closed  and  the 
rooms  left  alone  for  twelve  hours.  That  will  be  sufficient 
time  to  kill  the  bugs. 

Linen  and  curtains  may  be  removed  and  cleaned  sep- 
arately. For  bedbugs  in  furniture  the  following  formula  may 
be  used  by  applying  it  with  a  feather  or  brush  into  the 
cracks.  Care  of  course  must  be  used  in  handling  these 
preparations. 

BEDBUG  KILLER. 

1.  Rp.— 

Corrosive  sublimate,  2  ounces. 
Denatured  alcohol,  1  pint. 
Oil  Cedar,  2  ounces. 
Turpentine,  y2  pint. 

Shake  well  and  apply  with  feather  or  brush. 
(Poisonous) . 

2.  Rp.— 

Acetic  acide  (36%),  four  ounces. 
Ammon.  chloride,  one  ounce. 
Zinc  sulphate,  one  ounce. 
Alum,  one  ounce. 
Corrosive  sublimate,  one  ounce. 
Water  (warm),  1  pint  and  a  half. 
Mix  and  apply  with  brush. 
(Poisonous). 

3.  Rp.— 

Naphtaline,  4  ounces.  Dissolve  in  quart  gasoline,  add: 
coal  oil,  V2  pint;  Cedar  oil,  2  ounces.  Mix  and  apply  with 
feather  or  brush. 
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(Inflammable.    Keep  from  light  or  fire.) 
The  above  exterminators  are  efficient  and  non  expen- 
sive.   They  can  be  obtained  in  any  drug  store. 

SANITARY  ADVICE  FOR  SUMMER  TOURISTS.

With  the  advent  of  warm  weather  and  the  consequent 
closing  of  schools  comes  the  thought  of  leaving  the  city  for 
the  cool  country.  The  tired  teacher  and  the  over-worked 
clerk,  the  restive  school  boy,  anxious  to  leave  his  books  for 
the  great  out  of  doors,  the  society  matron,  bored  by  the  con- 
stant round  of  social  duties,  all  long  to  get  away  from  the 
city  and  to  spend  the  summer  in  some  shady  rural  retreat. 
Too  frequently  the  realization  of  this  happy  anticipation  is 
a  hasty  return  to  the  city  and  a  long  stay  in  the  hospital, 
to  be  followed,  perhaps,  by  the  death  of  some  loved  one. 
Much  of  this  may  be  avoided  if  reasonable  care  is  exercised 
in  the  choice  of  the  place  to  spend  the  summer. 

Ordinarily  the  questions  which  are  asked  when  one  in 
seeking  for  such  a  place  include  the  character  of  the  food 
and  beds,  the  extent  and  nature  of  the  social  life,  the  tem- 
perature of  the  air,  and  the  opportunities  for  bathing.  All 
of  these  are  important,  but  they  are  of  secondary  considera- 
tion as  compared  with  the  question  of  the  healthfulness  of 
the  locality  in  which  it  is  intended  to  spend  the  warm 
months.  Therefore,  in  choosing  a  summer  residence  the  first 
thing  to  have  in  mind  is  the  sanitary  environment  in  which 
this  time  is  to  be  spent. 

Every  autumn  there  is  a  rise  in  the  number  of  typhoid 
cases  in  the  cities,  and  when  this  is  investigated  it  is  fre- 
quently found  that  they  are  simply  cases  which  have  been 
imported  from  the  country.  Persons  have  left  the  city  in 
search  of  health,  and,  as  they  are  accustomed  to  think  that 
health  may  be  obtained  and  maintained  best  in  the  country, 
they  accept  it  without  question  as  the  place  to  get  health. 

Typhoid  fever  is  a  disease  which  summer  tourists  fre- 
quently contract;  therefore  it  is  always  well  to  bear  the 
avoidance  of  this  disease  in  mind  in  choosing  a  summer  resi- 
dence. Typhoid  fever  is  a  disease  of  man.  The  germ  which 
causes  it  leaves  the  body  of  the  person  sick  with  the  disease 
in  his  discharges,  and  when  these  are  taken  by  a  well  person 


a  secondary  case  of  the  disease  is  caused.  The  germs  of 
typhoid  fever  are  carried  from  the  sick  to  the  well  in 
water  and  food  and  by  flies  and  the  fingers.  If  one  does  not 
take  into  his  system  the  discharges  of  another  person  having 
typhoid  fever  he  does  not  get  typhoid  fever.  At  the  present 
time  typhoid  is  essentially  a  disease  of  the  country,  because 
in  the  country  the  opportunities  for  the  transference  of  the 
germs  of  the  disease  from  the  sick  to  the  well  are  greater 
than  they  are  in  the  city.  Therefore,  in  the  choice  of  a  place 
to  spend  the  summer  one  should  inquire  into  the  occurrence 
of  typhoid  fever  in  the  community  in  which  it  is  intended  to 
stay,  and  one  should  determine  the  opportunities  which  ex- 
ist there  for  the  carrying  of  the  germs  of  typhoid  fever 
from  the  sick  to  the  well  visitor. 

Since  the  germ  is  carried  in  the  discharges  of  persons 
sick  with  typhoid  fever,  a  careful  inspection  should  be  made 
of  the  facilities  for  disposing  of  human  excrement.  A  place 
which  has  a  surface  privy  to  which  the  domestic  animals 
and  fowls  have  free  access  should  not  be  chosen.  Places 
which  have  a  pit  privy  or  a  cesspool  situated  only  a  short 
distance  from  a  well  should  be  avoided.  Places  which  take 
their  drinking  water  from  streams  which  receive  the  drain- 
age from  outhouses  or  from  buildings  should  likewise  be  re- 
garded with  suspicion.  Other  things  being  equal,  places 
having  a  water  supply  from  artesian  or  deep-driven  wells 
should  be  given  the  preference.  Unscreened  toilets,  because 
of  the  flies  which  they  breed,  and  because  of  chance  which 
these  insects  have  to  pick  up  the  germs  of  typhoid  fever 
therein  and  carry  them  to  the  boarder's  food,  are  particu- 
larly dangerous.  It  is  equally  important,  both  for  the  com- 
fort and  health  of  the  guest,  that  the  house  also  be  screened. 

It  has  been  shown  in  the  foregoing  paragraphs  how  the 
fly  may  carry  the  germs  of  typhoid  fever  from  the  toilet  to 
the  kitchen  and  there  infect  the  food  which  people  eat.  There 
is  another  way  in  which  it  may  infect  the  food,  and  this  is 
particularly  important  from  the  standpoint  of  the  child.  The 
source  of  the  milk  supply  should  always  be  investigated  in 
choosing  a  place  of  summer  residence,  and  if  it  is  found,  as 
is  too  frequently  the  case,  to  be  from  dirty,  fly-infested 
stables,  in  which  dirty  cows  are  milked  by  dirty  hands,  it  is 
best  to  give  the  place  a  wide  berth. 


Another  insect  to  be  avoided  is  the  mosquito.  It  used  to 
be  thought  that  malaria  was  caused  by  night  air,  but  now- 
adays it  is  known  that  the  only  bad  thing  about  night  air  is 
the  mosquito  which  it  contains.  This  insect  infects  people 
with  malaria  by  biting  them  and  injecting  the  germ  as  it 
bites.  Therefore  when  a  place  of  summer  residence  is  chosen 
it  should  not  be  an  unscreened  house,  nor  should  it  be  in  a 
swampy  region,  nor  in  a  locality  in  which  there  are  small 
pools  of  water  well  adapted  to  the  breeding  of  mosquitoes. 

Finally,  if  there  is  any  doubt  in  the  mind  of  the  summer 
tourist  let  him  consult  the  local  health  officer  of  the  locality 
under  consideration.

Eighteen  samples  of  water  have  been  examined  in  the 
chemical  and  bacteriological  laboratories.  The  samples  were 
shipped  from  the  following  cities  and  towns:  Bozeman, 
Chinook,  Fromberg,  Glasgow,  Helena  and  Scobey. 

Two  samples  of  water  analyzed  were  pronounced  satis- 
factory from  the  sanitary  aspect ;  ten  were  pronounced  suspi- 
cious and  recommendations  made  accordingly;  and  two  were 
contaminated  and  could  not  be  recommended  for  public  con- 
sumption in  their  present  condition.  Four  of  the  samples 
were  analyzed  for  informational  purposes  with  regard  to  a 
proposed  new  site  for  the  reservoir  which  supplies  the  city 
of  Bozeman  with  water. 

Two  samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  the  Dairy  Com- 
mission.   These  two  milks  were  both  up  to  standard. 

One  sample  of  milk  and  two  of  cream  were  examined  for 
the  Board  of  Health.  The  sample  of  milk  as  analyzed  com- 
plied with  the  standard,  but  one  sample  of  cream  was  un- 
official while  the  other  complied  with  the  standard. 

Forty-eight  samples  of  meat  were  examined  as  classi- 
fied above  in  the  tabulation.    Twenty-one  of  those  adulter- 
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ated  contained  sulphite,  one  contained  borax,  seven  were 
colored  with  a  permitted  dye  but  the  product  was  made  to 
appear  of  better  quality  than  it  really  was;  four  contained 
both  coloring  and  preservatives  and  two  contained  starch. 
Thirteen  of  the  forty-eight  meat  samples  examined  were  up 
to  standard. 

It  will  be  noted  in  our  laboratory  report  that  a  number 
of  samples  01  meat  sent  to  the  laboratory  by  our  inspector 
have  been  found  adulterated  with  preservatives.  Just  what 
disposition  has  been  made  of  the  cases  against  butchers  in , 
the  habit  of  using  preservatives  in  their  sausages  and  ham- 
burger steaks,  will  be  reported  in  full  in  a  future  bulletin.
